A Handkerchief With Heath's Ini- 


tials and a Musk Found bti the 


Fatal Morning:. 


Thcrt! was a full attendance at tbo 


opening of court yesterday morning, 
drawn UiiUicr to hear the evidence of 
Dr. Watson, who was expected to ap- 
pear und testify to sensational matters 
in the case. 


He was not on hand, however, butthe 


sensation lover must hnve been content 
with what followed. Mr. Wulser stated 
what effort Imd been made to secure the 
attendance of Dr. Wataon, hut had not 
succeeded. An attachment was issued 
and Dr. Maupin waa appointed to yo 
over and examine into Dr. Watson's 
condition. Dr. Maupin was out ol town 
and Dr. Davidson was sent in his stead. 


Then came the sensation of the case. 


Mrs. Cora Palmer of Washington col- 
ony, near Easton, waa carried 
into 


court on a cot, ehe being in the last 
stages ot consumption and so weak that 
her testimony was taken while the wit- 
ness lay in a recumbent position. From 
time to time there were pauses in the 
examination to permit her to rest, at 
which times her nurse and physician 
applied cordials. Her voice was very 
low at the beginning, but gained in 
strength and volume as the examina- 
tion went on. Her testimony with re- 
gard to recognizing Keel B. Terry in the 
bujrjrv, that came flying from the direc- 
tion "of the murder, startled the audi- 
ence to silence and the scene waa ono of 
intense feeling and excitement. The 
g'oduction of the silk handkerchief with 


oath's initials and part of his name 


in indelible ink only added to the sup- 
pressed excitement, as all of this was 
new and entirely unexpected evidence. 


There were wild rumors afloat at tho 


noon recess, some to the effect that a 
dispatch had been sent to San Francisco 
ordering Keel B. Terry's arreat. An- 
other wild rumor was to the effect that 
the buntfy would also be identified, be- 
fore tin; case was closed. 


Mrs. 
I'iilmer tolil her story readily and 


wus very positive in her htaU'inents. 
Her evidence is but another instance to 
enforce the adage that in a law suit, as 
in a battle, it is always the unexpected 
that happens. 


John I'henoweth gave corroborating 


evidence with regard to a pausing ve- 
hicle, and to hearing the shots and 
searching the grounds whore the tragedy 
occurred. 


Dr. M.V. Yuncoy tcatillctl to tho (lying 


vehicle that went up Grant avenue in 
Hadtiuli's addition shortly aflcr the fatal 
shot was fired and to hearing Heath 
make vicious remarks against McWhir- 
ler the mormiii: after the murder. 


The court adjourned to 10 o'clock this 


morning at which time Dr. Watson may 
possibly appear. 


At the opening of court Assistant 


District Attorney Walscr staled to tho 
court that the prosecution desired an 
attachment for Dr. 0. P. V. Wataon and 
in answer lo tho court stated that he 
had no f>alitf factory report as to hie con- 
dition. The allorneyfl for the defense 
eignilied that- they joined in this request. 
By consent Dr W. T. Maupin was 
selected to go with tho sheriff to deter- 
mine whether ho was in lit condition to 
be brought to court. 


The defense gave notice thai they de- 


sired the attendance of Stuart Goodwin, 
the theatrical manager who was in at- 
tendance last week, hut not excused. 
Also of M. M. Parsons for further cross- 
examination ; and also asked for an 
order for the transcript of evidence 
given hv Marion Ohililers before the 
grand jury, which was granted by the 
court. 


Lee Blasingame was recalled for cross- 


examination. He produced the note 
given him by Dr. AVatgon for the $100, 
loaned him during the last trial of the 
case. It was an ordinary bank note 
dated June 23, 181)2, fur $100, with in- 
terest atom:' per cent per month, pay- 
able six niuiiths after date. 
Witncfif 


stated that he did not know who fillet 
in the blanks; it was handed him by 
Dr. Watson in ils present condition. 
The note was read in evidence. 


Mrs. Cora Palmer of Washington col- 


onv was the next witness called. She 
was carried in on a stretcher and sc 
down in front of the jury. Tho defense 
objected to the introduction of her evi- 
dence on ttie ground that her physica 
condition was such that she might not 
be able to endure a cross-examination. 


Dr. Deardorff was sworn and exam 


ined by Mr. Foote in this connection 
He testified that she was suffering from 
consumption and that ho had treated 
her at different times during the past six 
or eight voars. He had been called in 
again during the latter part of las 
week. He stated that she would beabl 
to endure the ordeal and tho cxiunina 
proceeded. 


Mrs. Cora Palmer then testified tha 


she resided in Washington colony; ha 
been in the county about sixteen years 
On the morning of August 21), 1892, sh 
came into town in a. one-horse pbaelo 
and returned the same way. 


She went to see if she could Hud the 


house of Mrs. Nichols, a frit-mi of here, 
residing in the north part of town, and 
met a double team in a buggy on N 
street with two men in it. Just after 
passing she saw a smudge in the dry 
foxtail grass and trot out and stamped it 
out. 
Then threw her handkerchief over 


it, put it out and threw tho cloths into 
the bottom of the phaeton. That w xs 
on the right hand side of N street, near 
Cnlaveras, going north. 


The witness was then shown a burnt 


hem-stitched cream colored silk hand- 
kerchief, and a piece of black cambric 
tied as if to form a mask for the lower 
part of tho 
face, and she identified 


them .is tho articles found and as being 
in substantially the same condition as 
when found. They were then placed in 
evidence. On the corner of tho hand- 
kerchief written in indelible ink were 
in elegant script letters, the following 
"K, S. He 
." A portion of the name

'aciQc. It is understood that A. N.

ion of tho Southern Pacific. The assets

reat railroad interests into this form, 
bat she may raise $5,000,000 cash in one 
'ear, made obligatory by the terms of

UBEKAL ADVANCES TO BR MADE 


Chicago Capital Interested In Our 


Kuisin and Fruit Indus- 


tries. 


There was a very important meeting 


of the directors of the Central Califor- 
nia Kaisin and Dried Fruit Association 
at the- Hughes yesterday. The board 
was in session the greater part of the 
day and transacted a good deal of buai- 
iesa, 
The call for reports from the various 


school districts concerning thu number 
of shares of the association subscribed 
in each waa fairly responded to, about 
40 per cent of the districts reporting. 


That portion of the plan requiring 


growers to subscribe $i for each aero 
they have under cultivation received 
considerable discussion, and it was fin- 
ally decided to do away with this pro- 
vision and substitute another. 


A report was made at the meeting that 


will probably be welcomed by the grow- 
ers as the best news they have heard 
for many a day. It was stated that ar- 
rangements had been effected whereby 
plenty of money could bo obtained for 
making advances to the growers. 
It was stated by one of the directors 


that as much as $2,000,000 would he 
forthcoming at the proper time to per- 
mit advances being made to the growers 
and move the raisin and fruit crops. 
This information was received 
with 


great gratification by the board, and 
will be equally pleasant news for the 
growers. 
It is understood that this money will 


be advanced by Chicago capitalists. 
Chicago takes great interest in handling 
all western products as against New 
York, and with that idea in view, the 
people in this line of business are will- 
ing to invest a large amount of capital 
where they receive proper assurance as 
to security. 


It is stated they will advance money 


to the growcra as soon as tie prelimin- 
ary arrangements can be effected and 
also upon the product after it is put in 
the sweat box. 


The board adjourned l-> meet next 


Saturday, when it is expected that the 
plans of the organi^ation will be com- 
pleted.

A Correspondent Gives the Expos- 


itor Points Thereon.

issue and distribute the national fiat 
money—tbe 
Expositor 
bugbear—to 


those who have thus already earned or 
redeemed tbe money before it was issued 
or distributed to them for labor, services 
or material rendered and furnished the 
government in its prosecution of such 
public works. 


Will ibe Expositor please—after hav- 


ing rid itsulf of its linjd financial fueling— 
inform us why the government ought 
not to grant this demand of tlie popu- 
lists? Will the Kxpositor also inform 
is bow it is possible lor any government 
o issue any kind of money—gold, silver 
or paper—without such money being 
"liat money?" It is plain, from thu 
tfilly manlier in which tbe Expositor 
talks of liat money, stable currency, 
money faiiiire, money per capita, etc., 
and fiom the fai:t that it admits thai 
times are bard, bul suggesting no ronu> 
dii's (like or unlike those of thu Popu- 
ItaLiO that the Expositor does not even 
know anything; not even the a-b-t; prin- 
ciples of llnance.

Walker, win) is everywhere acknowl- 
edged us autbority on money, :md bu 
defines it in "Money, Trade and Indus* 
try," page 4, as "that which passes 
freely iromhand to hand throughoutihe 
community in limil discharge of debt 
and full payment for commodities, being 
accepted equally without reference to 
the character or credit of tho perwon 
who offers it, and without: tbe inUmllon 
of the person who vucoiveti it to con- 
sume it, or enjoy it, or apply it lo any 
other UHO than in turn to tender it to 
others in discharge of debts or payment 
for commodities." Now tho Expositor 
known what, money really is—xvhatever 
will ]>aBH freoly from band to hand 
throughout the community for the pur- 
pose stated, is money in every sense of 
the word, according to tho standard au- 
thorities, even if it is nothing but a 
string of bonds. Tbo highest possible 
redemption Is acceptance in payment of 
debts or purchase of commodities. 


In addition to that tho Populists say, 


"J^ettlie government receive eucli cur- 
rency for taxes." Tlina it is plainly 
seen that tbe Populists and the hu;h- 
ost authorities upon llnanco agree about 
tin; nature, function and proper ofllce of 
money, while tlie 'vxpoaitor can show 
no authorities upon its side; nor does 
the Expositor have an idea what money 
really is. llut from tbo stylo of argu-

"Whirier'H death to blacken the reputa- 
tion of a number of Fresno gentlemen, 
and these men who engage in this nefa- 
rious business have probably prevailed 
ipou the woman, who is demented, lo 
live this character of testimony.

lived in Freano county from January, 
1881,to December, 1803, during all of 
which time 1 was engaged in the practice 
of my profession. 1 wjis honored by the 
icople of the county, who elected me to 
ollice.

the indorsement of my party and the 
nomination for congress from the Sixth 
congressional district, and in 1891 was 
appointed city attorney.

popular. Single, double and triple cir- 
cle basques dispute favor successfully 
with all attempts to revive the old stylo 
of bamuio cut in one with the waist.
